Residents of That City Have a Bonus 
of $25,000 to Spend in Building 
a Pottery. 


Local capitalists at Des Moines, la., 
have subscribed $25,000 toward putting 
up a pottery plant at that point, are 
on the lookout for a pottery man with 
some capital, and if they can find him 
and interest him the project will 
go 
through. 
The company propose to 
put 
up 
buildings for the manufacture of pot­ 
tery in car load lots and to sell the 
product to the jobbing 
trade 
only 
They have investigated the business 
and find that it does not pay to sell 
to retailers direct, and in crate lots, 
and that the 
most satisfactory re­ 
turns come from sales made to job­ 
bers in large quantities. They find 
that Des Moines jobbing concerns are 
handling enough pottery ware 
each 
year to keep a good-sized plant run­ 
ning and are 
shipping most of it in 
from out of the 
state. 
They 
have 
shown them samples of crockery made 
from Des Moines clay and they pro 
nounce It equal to the best. 
They 
want a plant that will work about 75 
to IOO hands, and in addition to the 
manufacture of crockery they want to 
make fine brick. 
They have samples 
of pressed brick 
made 
from 
Des 
Moines clay and of mantel tiling, all 
of which are of the best grades. The 
shales out of which they are made are 
on the same property with the potters' 
clay deposits. 
Mr. Frymler, the lead­ 
ing spirit in the enterprise, says that 
the fact that a factory can be built 
over the clay deposit, on spurs from 
the Des Moines Union and Rock Island 
tracks, and within 300 feet of a coal 
mine, are advantages other plants do 
not possess. 
At Monmouth, Red Wing and Fort 
Dodge, western pottery points, either 
the clay has to be hauled to the plant, 
the fuel transported long distances or 
the finished product carted to the rail­ 
roads.

COLOR OF GOLD COINS. 


R e a so n s F or D iffe r e n c e s In T in t o f 
C oin s o f F r e n c h M in ta g e. 
Some time ago a Frenchman placed 
together a number of gold coins of 
French mintage of the beginning, mid 
die and end of the last century. 
He 
w: i much surprised to see that they 
differed iu color. 
He set ninon finding 
out the reasons for this difference, aud 
the results of his Investigations have 
bren published in La Nature. 
There is a paleness about rile yellow 
of the id aud 20 franc pieces which 
hear the effigies of Napoleon I and 
Louis XXIII that Is not observed in 
the gold pieces of later mintage.

The 
shales out of which they are made are 
on the same property with the potters’ 
clay deposits. 
Mr. Frymler, the lead 
Ins spirit in the enterprise, says that 
the fact that a factory can be built 
oyer the clay deposit, on spurs from 
the Des Moines Union and Rock Island 
tracks, and within 300 feet of a coal 
mine, are advantages other plants do 
not possess. 
At Monmouth, Red Wing and Fort 
Dodge, western pottery points, either 
the clay has to be hauled to the plant, 
the fuel transported long distances or 
the finished product carted to the rail­ 
roads.

Our painstaking, 
patient Japanese .friends are the mak­ 
ers of them, and a few days ago I had 
the pleasure of seeing one in a Fourth 
avenue curiosity shop and had its 
method of manufacture explained. 
The blades of these sabers are made 
from magnetic iron ores. The steel is 
produced In small, very thin sheets, 
and the workman begins by fixing one 
of them to the end of an iron rod which 
serves as a handle. To this are solder­ 
ed other small sheets until the mass 
has a length of about eight inches, a 
width of about two inches and a thick­ 
ness of a little more than a quarter of 
an inch.

T H E CENSUS OF 1700. 


Dtdtrd Crates Population Then W it 
L e a s T h a n 4.C0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
When the first census of the Unltrd 
Slates was taken in 1793. ihe.e were l l 
states and the southwest and north­ 
west territories. The returns fixed the 
population at 3.929.214, while I hose of 
1900 give over 7fi.000.000, a fourteen 
fold growth in 110 years. 
In the first census nothing was 
sought but the number of inhabitants, 
and the task was assigned to United 
States marshals, who performed the 
work for several censuses. In the cen­ 
sus library is a record of the first cen­ 
sus, which shows that the census of 
1790 was ordered' In March and com­ 
pleted by Oetol)er. 1791, a very credita­ 
ble showing w hen the difficulty of com­ 
munication is considered. The popula­ 
tion was divided into five classes—tree 
white males of IO years and upward* 
Including beads of families; free white 
females, including beads of families; 
free white males under IO years, other 
persons, slaves. Fourteen enumeration 
districts were mapped out of the IO 
states and the population of the towns, 
counties and states given. 
All of the 
states except Maine aud Massachusetts 
had slaves. Virginia led with a popu­ 
lation of 747,010 whites and 292,000 
slaves. 
North Carolina was second, 
with 393.751 whites and 100,000 slaves. 
Maryland had a population of 422,750, 
of which 103,03fi were slaves. The slavo 
population of the northern states is 
given as follows; 
New Hampshire, 158; Rhode Island, 
948; Connecticut, 2,7fi4: New York. 21,- 
324; New Jersey, 11,4213; Pennsylvania, 
3,237; Delaware, 8,887; Vermont, IO. 
The population of the southwest ter­ 
ritory was 35.091 whites and 3.417 
slaves. 
The record is full of errors In calcula­ 
tion and addition, but Is interesting in 
showing how the population has in­ 
creased and bow the art of census tak­ 
ing bas developed with the population. 
—Baltimore Sun.

A BOY AND A RIFLE. 


And the Trick the Father Played to 
Make the Youngster Careful. 
Exact statistics on the subject are 
lacking, but it is certain that the man 
who “didn't know U was loaded" kills 
and maims annually a great many per­ 
sons. The only safe rule with a gun 
is never under any circumstances to 
point it at anybody. 
One should al­ 
ways act on the assumption that It is 
loaded. Unfortunately, though, an aver 
age human being learns only by ex­ 
perience, and w here a gun Is concerned 
that often entails an awful price. 
Bearing this in mind a veteran 
sportsman of this city adopted a 
unique method of impressing this les­ 
son on his son. This is how he told 
the story: 
“I want my son to be a sportsman, 
so that when lie gets to be as old as 
bis father he may have as many 
pleasant memories to look back to. 
Therefore, on his sixteenth birthday I 
gave him a rifle. Aud instead of read­ 
ing him a long lecture on the necessity 
of handling the weapon carefully, I put 
up a job on him that would be far more 
effective. After he had spent a couple 
of hours fondling It and cleaning It 
and examining the mechanism, after 
the manner of healthy boys, I contriv­ 
er! unknown to him to slip a blank 
cartridge into the breach. 
“Then I called him out into the yard 
and holding my hat in front of me, ask­ 
ed bim to show me bow be would take 
aim at It. There was an explosion, and 
he fell in a dead fain t You may think 
it mean of me, but I allowed him to 
think that only the badness of bls aim 
or some intervention of Providence 
saved me from death. 
The lesson bej 
learned will last him through life, be­ 
cause a terrible fright accompanied it 
Some day when he gets old enough to 
have a boy of his own. I shall tell him 
of the trick I played on him."—New 
York Herald.

Residents of That City Have a Bonus 
of $25,000 to Spend in Building 
a Pottery. 


L o d i capitalists at Des Moines, la., 
have subscribed $25,000 toward putting 
up a pottery plant at that point, are 
on the lookout for a pottery man with 
some capital, and if they can find him 
and interest him the project 
will 
go 
th rough. 
The company propose to 
put 
up 
buildings for the manufacture of pot­ 
tery in car load lots and to sell the 
product to the jobbing 
trade 
only. 
They have investigated the business 
and find that it does not pay to sell 
to retailers direct, and in crate lots, 
and that the 
most satisfactory re­ 
turns come from sales made to Job­ 
bers In large 
quantities. 
They find 
that Des Moines jobbing concerns are 
handling enough pottery ware 
each 
year lo keep a good-sized plant run­ 
ning and are 
shipping most of It in 
from out of the 
state. 
They 
have 
shown them samples of crockery made 
from Des Moines clay and they pro­ 
nounce it 
equal to the best. 
They 
want a plant that will work about 75 
to IOO hands, and in addition to 
the 
manufacture of crockery they want to 
make fine brick. 
They have samples 
of pressed brick 
made 
from 
Des 
Moines clay and of mantel tiling, all 
of which are of the best grades. The 
shales out of which they are made are 
on the same property with the potters' 
clay deposits. 
Mr. Frym ier, the lead­ 
ing spirit in th© enterprise, says that 
the fact that a factory can be built 
over the clay deposit, on spurs from 
the Des Moines Union and Rock Island 
tracks, and within 300 feet of a coal 
mine, are advantages other plants do 
not possess. 
At Monmouth, Red W in g and Fort 
Dodge, western pottery points, either 
the clay has to be hauled to the plant, 
the fuel transported long distances or 
the finished product carted to the rail­ 
roads.

S w o r d o f rn T h o a a a a d P ie c e s , 
What do you .think of a sword blad* 
that contains a thousand sheets of met­ 
al? 
Yet they are not uncommon and, 
as you will readily imagine, are of ori­ 
ental workmanship. 
Our painstaking, 
patient Japanese .friends are the mak­ 
ers of them, and a few days ago I had 
the pleasure of seeing one in a Fourth 
avenue curiosity shop and had its 
method of manufacture explained. 
The blades of these sabers are made 
from magnetic iron ores. 
The steel is 
produced in small, very thin sheets, 
and the workman begins by fixing one 
of them to the end of an iron rod which 
serves as a handle. To tills are solder­ 
ed other small sheets until the mass 
has a length of about eight inches, a 
width of about two Inches and a thick­ 
ness of a little more than a quarter of 
an inch. 
This bar Is brought to a white heat, 
doubled on itself and hammered until 
it Is down*to Its original dimensions. 
This process is repeated 15 times. Four 
similar bars are then soldered together, 
doubled upon themselves, resoldered 
and heated, the operation being repeat­ 
ed five times. This process makes the 
superposed layers so thin that a saber 
contains at least a thousand sheets of 
metal. 
If you find one of these swords that 
has a veined appearance, you may 
know It Is caused by alternate ’ayers of 
iron and steel being soldered together.

When the first census of the United 
States was taken !u ITO:), the.e were l l 
states and the southwest and north­ 
west territories. The returns fixed the 
population at 3.029.214. while those of 
1000 give over 7(1*000.000. a fourteen- 
fold growth in HO years, 
In the first census nothing was 
sought hut the number of inhabitants, 
aud the task was assigned to United 
States marshals, who performed the 
work for several censuses, 
in the cen­ 
sus library Is a record of the first cen­ 
sus, which shows that the census of 
1790 was ordered- In March and com­ 
pleted by October, 1701, a very credita­ 
ble showing when the difficulty of com­ 
munication is considered. The popu.a- 
tloD was divided Into five classes—free 
white males of IO years and upward, 
including heads of families; free white 
females. Including heads of families; 
free* white males under IO years, other 
persons, slaves. Fourteen enumeration 
districts were mapped out of the IO 
states and the population of tile towns, 
counties and states givin. 
AU of the 
states except Maine aud Massachusetts 
had slaves. 
Virginia led with a popu 
lation of 747,010 whites and 292,000 
slaves. 
North Carolina was seconc 
with 393.751 whites and 100,000 slaves. 
Maryland had a population of 422,750, 
of which 103.030 were slaves. The slavo 
population of the northern states Is 
given as follows: 
New Hampshire, 158; Rhode Island 
!)48; Connecticut, 2,704; New York. 21, 
324; New Jersey, 11,423; Pennsylvania 
3,2.'»7; Delaware, 8,887: Vermont, IO. 
The population of the southwest tor 
ritory was 35,091 whites and 3.417 
slaves. 
The record is full of errors In calcula­ 
tion and addition, but Is interesting In 
showing how the population has iii 
creased and bow the art of census tak­ 
ing has developed with the population. 
—Baltimore Sun.

Bearing this iu 
mind a 
veteran 
sportsman of this city adopted a 
unique method of Impressing this les­ 
son on his son. This is how he told 
I the story: 
“I want my son to be a sportsman, I 
so that when he gets to he us old as 
his father he may have as mauy 
pleasant memories to look hack to. 
Therefore, on his sixteenth birthday I 
gave him a ritle. And Instead of read j 
lug him a long lecture on the necessity 
of handling the weapon carefully, I put 
up a Job on him that would !>e far mon* 
effective. After he had spent a couple 
of hours fondling it and cleaning It 
aud examining the mechanism, after 
the mauuer of healthy boys, I contriv­ 
ed unknown to bim to slip a blank 
cartridge into the breach. 
“Then I called him out into the yard 
and holding my hat In front of me. ask­ 
ed hint to show’ me how he would take 
aim at It. There was an explosion, and 
he fell in a dead faint You may think 
it mean of me. hut I allowed him to 
thiuk that only the badness of bis aim 
or some intervention of Providence 
saved me from death. 
The lesson he 
learned will last him through life, be­ 
cause a terrible fright accompanied It 
Some day when be gets old enough to 
have a boy of his own, I shall tell him 
of the trick I played on him.”—New 
York Herald. 


The building which is to house the 
exhibit in manufactures and liberal 
arts at the Pan-American exposition 
at Buffalo will he one of the most im­ 
posing in the splendid group surround­ 
ing the Court of Fountains.

Manufactured products and those ll 
lustrating the liberal arts arr* so Muscly 
allied that they naturally are e’assiiicd 
in the same general group, 
at the 
great expositions of recent years they 
have been boused under the same roof. 
Under the general classification of lib­ 
eral arts are included such subjects as 
those of education and social economy, 
books, periodicals, scientific apparatus, 
hygiene and sanitation, musical instru­ 
ments. public works, civil engineering, 
constructive architecture, photographs 
and photographic supplies, 
medical, 
dental and surgical apparatus and oth­ 
er branches of intellectual activity. In 
deed it is the most progressive and no­ 
ble of the tendencies and achievements 
of this age of enlightenment and civili­ 
zation which are represented in the ex­ 
hibits of this division of a great expo­ 
sition. 
The work of collecting and classify­ 
ing the Liberal Arts exhibit for the 
Pan-American Exposition Is now well 
under way and is in charge of Dr. Se- 
Iim IL Peabody, whose successful han­ 
dling of the same division at the great 
Columbian Exposition of 1893 marks 
him as the best qualified man on the 
American continent for the discharge 
of such a task. 
The exhibits of the Liberal Arts divi­ 
sion as well as those of other depart­ 
ments will be concentrated and repre­ 
sentative rather than vast in extent 
and exhaustive In scope. Most gratify­ 
ing progress has been made since the 
World’s Fair at Chicago in methods of 
education In the public schools, univer­ 
sities and colleges of the United States 
and other Pan-American countries. The 
educational exhibit will give special 
attention to exemplifying this great 
progress arid showing the present state 
of our educational Institutions. 
It is 
the intention to have models prepared 
representing the equipments of schools, 
colleges and universities. 
The exhibit 
made by the United States In the Paris 
exposition will be removed to Buffalo 
for the Pan-Anierlcan and will he sup­ 
plemented with additional exhibits. 
Closely related to the educational ex­ 
hibit will be those In social economy 
and in hygiene and sanitation.

the head of social economy will be in­ 
cluded such subjects as charities and 
correction,

child labor, protection of workingmen 
in factories and mines, workingmen’s 
dwellings, etc. 
The division of sanitation and hygi­ 
ene Is oue of great practical impor 


ta nee cannot be too much emphasized. 
The exhibit at the Pan-American E x ­ 
position. which is under the immediate 
supervision of Dr. Jacob S. Otto, an a u ­ 
thority in this branch of science, will 
c o m p ri s e such subjects as physical cul­ 
ture. and the apparatus used in various 
Institutions for this purpose hospitals 
and dispensaries, boards of health—and 
their functions, foods, their chemistry, 
preservation and adulteration; median- 
iou! methods of sanitation and sanitary 
cirl*it clare. 
Tile improved methods 
Introduced into municipal departments 
lo recent years will be shown as giapb- 
leady as possible. 
In many cases mod 
els will be used for this purpose. Maps 
and models showing the disposition of 
garbage in cities and the cremation of 
the dead will be features of the exhibit 
in this division. 
Sewer drainage will 
also form an important part of the 
exhibit. 
Especially timely. In 
view 
of the tenem ent house Investigation 
recently conducted by a state com- j 
aion appointed for th a t purpose, will 
be the exhibit to be made by the Char- j 
ity Organization Society of New York 
City showing the past and present as 
well as the ideal san itary conditions of 
homes In tenement districts of great 
cities. Of interest in the same connec- ! 
tion will be the exhibit showing what 
is being done In the way of public 
baths by the progressive city of Brook- j 
line. Mass. 
The exhibit of public works will be 
closely related to that of hygiene and 
sanitation, and among its features will 
he a model of the Chicago drainage ca­ 
nal and a large model also of the city 
of Boston and its vicinity within a 
radius of 12 miles. 
I have not space now to speak of 
the exhibits of photographs and photo­ 
graphic supplies, of piano fortes and 
other musical instrunnju s and of other 
featu res of the Liberal Arts exhibit, in­ 
teresting though these wi1 ’ lie.
